(Emigrant is basically the 
Northern extension of Yosemite) The pack in seemed much farther than 13 
miles as we had to make three steep ascents to get there: altitude 
around 8500 ft. at the highest point. Richard asked us when we were 
leaving and when we told him Saturday he said "Darn, 
that's too late." We asked why and he told us he needed to get a 
message out to his friend who was meeting up with him the coming 
weekend. I told him I was an amateur radio operator and had a radio 
with me that I thought might be able to do the job. He was amazed. 
Well, the rest is history: you know the story. Thanks so much for 
hanging in with me to get the message correct. I was using dinky 
plastic paddles which I was not used to so my sending wasn't so great. 
But in any event we persevered and the message got through! While this 


wasn't truly an emergency, still it was very helpful and made Richard's

the stove adapter he was having to build a fire every time he needed 
something cooked or heated.

I've had one since early June and have had a ball with it. It has a hot 
receiver, good audio punch on transmit (I don't have the CW adapter 
yet), and it has little frequency drift. It's a great rig for the price 
class. If I had to come up with some complaints they would be that it 
is somewhat difficult to determine your frequency, especially when 
you're looking for the calling frequencies and the SO-239 connector for 
the antenna on mine is of cheap quality and my PL-259s won't screw onto 
it very easily. This rig is a good candidate for a 25 KHz calibrator. 
Overall, it is a good, solid little rig and I've worked a lot of 
stations with it just using a portable dipole antenna strung between the 
trees.

I really enjoyed the thoughts aired by Wes Hayward W7ZOI and the reply by 
Michael Tracy KC1SX of ARRL Labs. Additionally Mike Czuhajewski WA8MCQ and 
Paul Harden NA5N added some additional info on transceiver testing that was 
a "keeper". Good QRP-L Digest Day! 


I would like to give some credit to ARRL Labs. They are moving in the 
right direction, in terms of better technical reviews of QRP rigs, with the 
Sept 98 QST review of the Ten Tec 1340. Although this is a review of a QRP 
rig by a well established (and well advertized in QST) company the ARRL 
Labs have come a long why from their first crack at QRP transceiver reviews 
aired in the June 1996 QST (geeze that many years ago..) "Low-Power 
Transceiver Kits You Can Build". I'm sure there are many of us that would 
like to see these more technical reviews of our favorite QRP rigs (although 
the pay-for-view ARRL Labs Expanded Product Review Report is not needed). 
As far as I know, the ARRL is the only North American ham publication that 
highlights the technical review. We should encourage more of the same. 


QRP Transceiver Kit reviews pose a special problem for QST reviewers as you 
can imagine - first the review requires some discussion on how the kit goes 
together as well as how it "runs" for it's intended application (small 
portable use/ contest QRPing, performance etc). Some of the best big ham 
magazine reviewers for this format that I've seen are Richard Fisher nu6SN 
of Worldradio and Dave Ingram K4TWJ of CQ. Even though these guys do good 
reviews they typically do not run any ARRL Lab type tests on the rigs. 


QRP Transceiver technical reviews are going to become more important as 
QRPers move beyond the NE-602 derived rigs. Some of the new QRP kit rigs 
hitting the market like the Oak Hills Research OHR-500 five band CW rig, 
and multi mode QRP rigs like the Elecraft K2 and S&S Engineering M1 will 


raise the performance level of what we expect from QRP rigs. These rigs 
will have static ring mixer front ends buffered by tuned front ends and 
possibly preamps. The multimodes will also be using synthesized vfos and 
microprocessor control. So, we as consumers, will be looking for some 
"numbers" to see how the designs perform. 


Where do we get those "numbers"? Well that is the question. Although we 
have a good number of great QRP Club newsletters, like the QRP ARCI QRP 
Quarterly, NorCal QRPp, Colorado QRP Low Down, Michigan QRP The Five Watter 
and others (QRP-L), we typically don't see reviews by folks who have the 
test equipment that the ARRL Lab has. Paul Harden NA5N is one of the folks 
who has some access to lab quality test equipment and he was one of the 
first QRP reviewers that actually ran some measurements on many of our 
popular QRP rigs. Maybe as more folks build their own spectrum analyzers 
like Wes describes in the Aug/Sept 98 QSTs and more folks pick up some of 
the techniques that Mike WA8MCQ and Paul NA5N mentioned on the QRP-L we 
will start seeing some technical analysis of our rigs. 


Bottom line - we should encourage ARRL Labs to keep improving their QRP rig 
reviews and they should treat these reviews just the same as the more 
popular manufacturer reviews. I really believe that this is going to bea 
"new" growth area for ham community as more folks see the fun in building 
their own high performance qrp transceiver kits.

PS: I'd also suggest that QRP rig reviewers follow the CQ magazine format 
of mentioning the circuit description of the rig being reviewed. There was 
a time that I really disliked CQ's way of "lifting" the few pages out of 
the Icom/Kenwood/Yaesu manuals that talked about the circuits. But with 
QRP rigs, it really helps the reader know what the design is. This was 
really brought home when I referred to that June 96 QST issue mentioned 
earlier. With rigs like the Hands GQ-40, Oak Hills Research OHR-400, A&A 
Gary Breed rig, S&S Tac-1, SWL Green Mountain and Wilderness Radio NC-40 
and Sierra it really was an apples and orange "shoot out".

Fellow QRP'ers. It seems it is never too late to learn 
something new. I was pleased Allan/K7GT posted his happy 
surprize on how small the SST rig is that he received. 


I've also thought my contesting methods were OK, but since 
I haven't worked with other ops, maybe I can pick up some 

additional suggestions from the group. Or maybe something 
that I do could be useful to others? 


Here's how I prepare for working contests. 


If portable, I set up everything in the back yard, make 

a QSO, then box everything up -- never visiting the 

garage again. I am sure everything I need is ready using this 
method. 


I sit down with the hardcopy of the rules. At the very 
top of the paper I write the exchange that I will send: 
RST CA Ed 5Watts 

I add the date/times at the top too. Also the call of 
any bonus stations and any points associated to them. 


Finally, I look at how the submitted log shall look and 
put a sample entry at the top of the paper too. 


For QRP sprints of 8 hours or less, I use 4x5 index cards 
to organize entries. I place the contest name/date/times 
and MY DEFAULT EXCHANGE at the top.

I use the left half of the card, then add a vertical line 
separating the right half and get about 28 Qso's (14/half£) 
before needing to turn the card over. 56 Qso's fit on 
one 4x5 card. 


Usually when I change bands I don't waste a line for 
40/20 etcl band annotation, I just put a line under 
the last qso and print the next band on the card 

in the alloted space. 


I sent with my Left hand working the bug, and my right 
hand for writing. For field day when DUPES become 
a factor, I use a dupe sheet for each band and have 
it on a typing stand (with magnet and rubber band). 


I review where to email the log and required format 
to be sure. 


States/Province/Country mult: 

The following works great for 4 bands. 

List all States/countries etc in alphabetical order, 
(Most Dupe sheets have the list at the bottom). 

I place a DOT to the Left/upper/right/lower of the state 
on the dupe sheet thereby indicating working that state 
on 40/20/15/10 meters. I usually draw up a legend at 
the corner of the sheet to remind me where the dot goes 
for each band. 


Here's a 1000 Word drawing: (Use fixed width font, please)

And if the contest 
is goin' slow, I might fill some of this in during the contest 
in case I see another State multiplier I need help with. 


Names: Write out the alphabet and Cross off the letters, then count 
the number crossed off.

In response to Dave's (dave@cdsl.net) earlier query on using an MFJ antenna 
analyzer as a shack signal source, yes, I do it all the time. It's handy 
and does a good job if you understand it's limitations: 


1) It's not particluarly stable, and in fact, in it's originally intended 
usage, it doesn't need to be perfectly stable. 


2) It's not real clean, and has quite a bit of digital hash on it. If 
you've ever listened to the output on a receiver, you'll know what I'm 
talking about. You can clean this hash up with a low pass filter, and it 
will end up pretty clean. 


You could easily build low pass filters for the ham bands of interest, and 
simply attach them as needed. 
Oh, well.

I've had one since early June and have had a ball with it. It has a hot 
receiver, good audio punch on transmit (I don't have the CW adapter 
yet), and it has little frequency drift. It's a great rig for the price 
class. If I had to come up with some complaints they would be that it 
is somewhat difficult to determine your frequency, especially when 
you're looking for the calling frequencies and the SO-239 connector for 
the antenna on mine is of cheap quality and my PL-259s won't screw onto 
it very easily. This rig is a good candidate for a 25 KHz calibrator. 
Overall, it is a good, solid little rig and I've worked a lot of 
stations with it just using a portable dipole antenna strung between the 
trees.

First. If you have a general coverage portable receiver. Take it 


with you throughout the house: toilet, shower, night stand while 
reading etc. 


Try to set up an environment where you hear the code while doing 
something else. You know, like watching TV and yet you 

hear your name called by a family member. You recognize your 
name and most of what was said, yet you ALSO caught the 

punch line on the TV show! 


I recommend you first get a confidence boost by just listening 
to QSO's as you work in the garage or read a book or just 
close your eyes for a 10 minute rest in bed while the radio 
plays on. 


And instead of tuning your STEREO to an FM music station, turn 
on the Gen. Coverage portable instead. 


Let the code pass thru you. Don't try to catch letters. Just 
listen. Try to figure out what was sent using the head-copy 
that you did catch. If you miss a word, don't panic. I have 
found that the rest of sentences give you a clue to that word 
you missed anyway. 


Kind of like watching the vending machine spin different yogurts 

to the access window -- if you miss that Banana yogurt, you know 

there is another one 3 or 4 slots down with all the taste the 

first one had. (OK, goofy analogy, but I'm a little hungry right now.) 


Give it a listen. Then after a week or two promise yourself you will 
only right down critical QSO info -- And directly into your logbook, 
not on scratch paper. Call/RST/NAME,rig,antenna,pwr/QTH etc. Before 
you know it, your scratch paper has very small parts of 15 or more 
QSO's on each side! 


Go get'em tiger. 


Message #2: 


I will add that you should also plan on sitting at your 
main rig at least an hour straight each day. I still 
do. And usually more. 


Just let the code pass ‘thru’ you. You will here the 
pattern of words like "When" and "then" after a while 

and the trick is not to get caught up on each letter. If 

a letter confuses you, just forget it and keep listening and 


you will hear the rest of the word -- and you'll know what 
you missed anyway... 


It also pays to have qso's without a pencil nearby. That's 
how I got started. I heard a buddy on the radio and just 
had to say hello, but first I had to look for the pencil!! 
Didn't find the pencil so called back anyway! It worked and 
I had to concentrate more but got all the words. If you get 
on the air often enough, you'll soon have regular QSO's with 
fellow operators and have this happen to you also.
